Three young men named Ernesto Pere z. Andres Lopez 
an d Antonio Montes . members of an organization called 
'Retistencia Puertorriquena' made the following declarations 
during a visit to our offices Inst Friday nftornoon. 


About a month ago, 'Resistencla Puertorriquena'. 
published- a communique nnnworlng the necunntl onn inmln by 
j.he pollen Mini. wn h.*»it imnu Invo.l.vmi in planting more than 
110 bombs and of performing other 'terrorist acts'. We were 
also accused of being associated with MIRA and of being 
financed by the Cuban Revolutionary Government. 


"At that time we pointed out: 1) the motive behind 
the accusations was to discredit us, to intimidate us and to 
use it as an act of reprisal to justify the imprisonment of 
Puerto Rican patriots: 2) its similarities with other 
accusations made against the Young Lords, the Black Panthers" 
and the FUPI. 

"What we said yesterday has become a reality today. 
They have accused our comrade Carlos Feliciano of the same 
acts. And as it was to be expected the same allegations were, 
made to manipulate public opinion. ’ 

"We all know that these accusations are false. We 
know that Feliciano is not associated with a foreign country. 
The only country he is associated with is Puerto Rico which 
indeed is foreign to the culture, values and capitalistic 
interests of the United States. 


"But this time the police took the trouble to plant 
the false evidence in the automobile and home of Feliciano. 
Bail was put at $150,000.00 which is excessive. The refusal 
to hold a preliminary hearing and the false accusations made 
to the press are proofs that they are trying to teach a 
lesson with Carlos Feliciano's case to everyone fighting 
for our independence.

Information was received from the Office of 
Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (OI-POPR), during 
February, 1970, which was obtained through raids conducted 
by OI-POPR agents' at two locations in the San Juan metropolitan 
area and Bayamon, Puerto Rico. These raids were made in an 
attempt to locate two members of the Movimiento Independentlsta 
Revolucionarlo en Armas (Armed Revolutionary Independence 
Movement) (MIRA) who were wanted in connection with the bombing 
of business establishments in the San Juan area. During the 
course of the raids, material was seized at both addresses 
which included MIRA propaganda, codes, outlines and descriptions 
of organizational structures, written messages, a number of 
which reflected coosminlcations between MIRA leaders.

The MPIPR was organized in November, 1959* at Ponce, 
Puerto Rico, to work for the Independence of Puerto Rico. It 
has an estimated membership of between 1,000 and 1,300 people 
with missions throughout the Island of Puerto Rico and in 
New Yorki New York; Chicago, Illinois; and Buffalo, New York. 

At the time the MPIPR v/uu f^anlzed, it Indicated 
that It did not advocate violcrv* but would accept members who 
did. JUAN MARI BRAS, the founder and dominant leadeV of -his 
organization, in a speech during March, 1964, threatened violer^* 
comparable to that in Algeria, 1964, if Puerto Rico became & 
within''- the United States. A source reported in 1966 that a leader 
of the MPIPR haa indicated that ’’the Revolution^Vwould soon begin 
and another source advised that another official of this organiza- 
tion has attempted to obtain a number of automatic pistols. 

Articles praising FIDEL CASTRO and the Cuban Government 
regularly appear in the MPIPR publications. In 1961 the MPIPR 
adopted a resolution expressing a 100 per cent approval of and ~ 
solidarity with the Cuban revolution. It sdnt a delegation to 
the Tri-Continental Conference of African, Aslan, and Latin 
American people, held in Havana, Cuba, during January, 1966, and 
it maintains a permanent delegate to the Secretariat located in 
Havana. 


The press of Puerto Rico has reported that the MPIPR 
has held numerous demons traticnc protesting compulsory military 
service of Puerto Ricans and United States policy in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. 

In December, 1966, the Governor of Puerto Rico pigned 
into law a bill calling for a plebiscite on July 23, 1967,! 
determine the future political status of Puerto Rico. The /' 
plebiscite, denounced vociferously by the MPIPR as "an act fc>f 
Yankee imperialism to maintain the colonial status of Puerto Rico,' 
resulted in an overwhelming endorsement of the present Free v 
Associated State status.

Resolutions adopted at the 7 th National Assembly • 
held in late April, 1968, at San Juan, Puerto Rico, included 
expressions of solidarity with the National Liberation Front 
of South Vietnam and promises of material support in the form 
of medicine and money. Also included were a resolution of 
solidarity with "Black Power" in the United States, and an 
expression of solidarity with the "National Liberation" 
movement in Venezuela, Colombia and Guatemala, .*•

PARTIDO SOCIALISTA OBRERO 
(SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY) (PSO) 


On April 30, 1968, a confidential source furnished a 
printed document captioned "Manifiesto Del P.S.O. A Todo El 
Pais" (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country). It announces 
the creation of the new organization "Partido Soclalista Obrero 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and capitalism by 
building a new society of peace and Justice under the flag of 
Marxist -Leninist Socialism." The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will w-jra for unity of working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
military service; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of £he FBI, CIA and Colonial 
Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of individual^ with 
WILSON CORTES BURGOS identified as Secretary General' Of the 
organization. 

The May 22, 1968, issues of "El Mundo" and of "E*l 
Imparcial," both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadilla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organization advocates armed revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting in Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE TUNG, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to battle against Capitalism. 

On August 27, 1968, the same source reported that WILSON 
CORTES BURGOS Justified the need for the new organization, PSO, 
with the declaration that it was the first independence -type 
organization which followed the Marxist -Leninist line as expounded 
by MAO TSE TUNG of Red China 

On September 16, 1968, a second source reported on an 
open meeting sponsored by the PSO In Lares, Puerto Rico, on. 
September iff, 1968. WILSON CORTES BURGOS was the principal speaker 
and he criticized other independence groups for not being more 
militant. CORTES BURGOS declared that the PSO was aligned with 
the world communist movement and was following the Marxist-Lenlnist 
line of political, activity.

After discussion with case agents handling the 
cases concerning names appearing on 3x5 cards, and 
analysis of all identities of possible subjects with 
like names and addresses appearing on these cards, the 
following suggestions are noted. Prior to drawing con- 
clusions for terminating case for lack of practical use, 
each case agent should consider the possibility of 
interviewing the subject in view of the fact that the 
subject may possibly be a potential PSI. There is the 
possibility that the reason these cards were made by 
members of MIRA was to establish a list of potential 
recruits or contacts for aiding in the objectives set 
out by MIRA.

THE TRAGIC THING- ABOUT MIRA 

Testifying before a commission of the United 
States Senate, a representative of the police of Puerto 
Rico gave a detailed account of the subversion existing 
in Puerto Rico. Captain JOSS ENRIQUE SANCHEZ said that 
the subversion in Puerto Rico has been trained, organized 
and inspired by the FIDEL CASTRO regime in Cuba. 

The Armed Revolutionary Independence Movement 
(MIR A) and the Socialist Labor Party, according to 
the Captain, have been responsible for the terrorism 
actions. Since January, 1959, 59 bombs and devices have 
exploded, causing property damages amounting to Sjli.5 
millions . 


Perhaps it was not just a coincidence that 
in the morning of the day following his declaration, 
some explosive devices were thrown at five Selective 
Service Offices, in Humacao, Luquillo, Guaynabo, Ceiba, 
Naguabo . The devices were similar to those which MIRA 
has used. 


We believe that the time has come for Puerto 
Rico to recognize that this is a completely nev-r 
subversion movement here. We should not mistake it 
for the Puerto Ricans who advocate independence or for 
those who justify methods of violen ce and speak of 
a "national liberation revolution." And the;,* are 
neither the nationalists who resorted to acts of 
open and direct violence, when they were anxious to 
become martyrs . 

In Puerto Rico we now have a guerrilla 
movement. Its members are cold, excellently trained, 
deeply inspired, and willing to kill. Its organization 
is perfect and its discipline absolute. That is why 
the Police is able to describe the group in detail, 
but have not been able to capture them. 


Undoubtedly, MIRA can cause much harm to 
Puerto Rico. We pray that this doesn't happen, but ‘G- 
sooner or later, its bombs will assassinate Puerto 
Ricans, who probably will have nothing to do with the 
political situation.

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But what MIRA or any other violent group 
cannot do is reach their goal. The goal is not- 
cannot be- to kill Puerto Ricans . The goal is to 
achieve the independence for Puerto Rico, and to 
impose a communist system such as that of Cuba. 

In other places, and under other conditions, 
violence has achieved its purpose. But in Puerto Rico 
it is obvious that nothing is more self-defeating 
than violence. Nothing has caused more damage to 
the ideal of independence than violence. To know 
Puerto Rico is to know that we are a peaceful people; 
ve are a people with deep faith in the fact that 
all problems can be solved without violence. 

Those who have shed blood have never been regarded 
as heroes or examples. On the contrary; our 
patriotic heroes have been those who have struggled 
against adversity, without violence. 

The tragic thing is not only the danger 
which groups like MIRA have caused and can continue to 
cause to Puerto Rico. The tragic thing is that 
these Puerto Ricans are so wrong concerning the Island which 
they claim to love that, if necessary, they will end 
by destroying themselves for their ideal.

On April 30, 1968. a confidential source furnished a 
printed document captioned "Manifiesto Del P. S. 0* A Todo El 
Pais" (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country). It announces 
the creation of the new organization "Part ldo Socialists Obrero" 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and Capitalism by 
building a new society of peace and justice under the flag of 
Marxist-Leninist Socialism." The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will work for unity of working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
military service; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of the FBI, CIA and Colonial 
Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of individuals with 
WILSON CORTES BURGOS identified as Secretary General of the 
organization. 


The May 22, 1968, issues of "El Mundo" and of "El 
Imparcial, " both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadllla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organisation advocates armed revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting in Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE ttjkg, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to battle against Capitalism. 


On August 27, 1968, the same source reported that WIL30N 

CORTES BURGOS justified the need for the new organization, PSO, 
with the declaration that it was the first independence-type 
organizatio n wh ich followed the Marxist-Leninist line as expounded 
by MAO TSE TUNG of Red China. 


On September 1 6, 1 968, a second source reported on an <Nf 
open meeting sponsored by the PSO in Lares^ Puerto Rico, on * ' 

September 14, 1968. WIL30H CORTES BURGOS was the principal speaker 
and he criticized other independence groups for not being more 
militant. CORTES BURGOS declared that the PSO was aligned with 
the world communist movement and was following the Marxist-Leninist 
line of political activity.

On September 1 6 , 1968, the first source advised that 
the first issue of the official publication of the PSO, "Obreros 
en Marcha" (Workers on the March) had been published.

BLAMES CASTRO FOR TERRORISM IN PR 
by TOM BRYAN 
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Washington - UPI - The Cuban Government is 
behind most of the terrorist dynamite explosions which 
take place in Puerto Rico, according to the Police 
Captain of the Estado Libre Asociado, JOSE ENRIQUE 
SANCHEZ . 


SANCHEZ advised the Permanent Investigations 
Sub -Committee of the Senate, that the Socialist Labor 
Party (PSO) and the Armed Revolutionary Independence 
Movement (MIRA) were the main Puerto Rican terrorist 
groups supported by the CASTRO Government. 

“It is believed that Doctor FIDEL CASTRO 
participated in the organization of MIRA 11 in 1966, 
and in 196? in Havana, together with HARCISO RABELL 
MARTINEZ and ROBERTO TODD PAGAN, reported SANCHEZ. 

“MIRA has organized cells in Bayamon and 
Rio Piedras, and in New York," according to what 
SANCHEZ said before the Sub- Committee. But he pointed 
out that he does not know of a direct union between 
MIRA and the radical groups in the American continent, 
such as the Black Panthers and the Students in Favor of 
a Democratic Society (ESD). 

"In Puerto Rico, we have suffered the experience 
of 59 separate terrorist actions, not only of explosives , 
but also of incendiary devices, since January, 1969,“ 
said SAJ7 CHEZ . 


“This activity has caused property damages 
amounting to about $4*5 millions." 

“Most of these incidents" are caused by 
terrorists who act supported by Havana, he indicated. 
They either travel to Cuba or receive their instructions 
from that Island. 


“For example, “ said SANCHEZ, we know that alf- 
the terrorist groups in Puerto Rico use a manual which? 
indicates how to prepare the different explosives, 
and the manual in itself was prepared in Cuba . “ 

f 4& »FOWM ATtOHCOK7AMBD 
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SANCHEZ presented the manual and photographs 
of the different materials confiscated by the Police 
of the Estado Libre Asociado, during raids carried out 
at the offices of KIRA and of the PSO, as evidence of 
the terrorist conspiracy on the Island. 

He pointed out that the "Manual of Guerrilla 
Instruction" is distributed by the Socialist Revolutionary 
Party (PSR) and is used by KIRA and the PSO. 

"On May 16, 1969, a booklet entitled 
"September 26 Movement" was distributed at the Social 
Science School of the University of Puerto Rico. 

"This booklet explains in detail how to attack 
the police officers with pieces of tube, etc," explained 
SANCHEZ . 


He indicated that RABELL and TODD had arrived 
at Puerto Rico from Cuba in 1967, and that they had 
joined the PSO, which has its main offices in Aguadilla 
and was presided over by WILSON CORTES BURGOS. 

They incorporated the MIRA, which had been 
founded in 1966, uniting it to the PSO, and began 
to train their members in terrorist tactics in 1968, he 
pointed out. 

The terrorist activities began in February, 1969, 
according to SANCHEZ, with the placing of explosive 
bombs in the Banco Gubernamental de Fomento, in the 
Howard Johnson Hotel, in the Traffic Division Station 
of the Police, and in the Selective Service Office in 
Isabela.

They were all accused of conspiracy and of 
violations against the explosives law. 
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CAPELLA, CORTES, FELICIANO, VARGAS, BILLY 
(AJIGAS and MANUEL LOPEZ LOPEZ have been tried and 
declared guilty by a jury at the Aguadilla Superior 
Court, and their sentences will be read next August 10, 
added SANCHEZ. 


TODD has. been declared a fugitive of justice 
and GONZALEZ ARCE was guar art eed immunity for having 
become a witness of the state, he pointed out. 

"At the beginning of 1970, the Police discovered 
a group of persons who were operating a net of sabotage 
in Puerto Rico, in which there woe lawyers and other 
persons who provided the group with hidding places, 
money and legal counseling," declared SANCHEZ. 

"During the investigation carried out by the 
Police, arms, explosives and a mimeograph were confiscated, 
after being found in the hideouts. 

"It has also been determined that the MIRA 
group had planned the assassination of government 
officials, the destruction of electric energy generating 
stations, and the assaults of radio stations, with 
the help of some members of the Nationalist Party of 
Puerto Rico. 

"The main purpose of MIRA is to overthrow the 
legally constituted government of Puerto Rico, by means 
of force and violence, in order to establish on the 
Island a form of communist government inspired by that 
of Cuba," said SANCHEZ. 

In private, SANCHEZ declared that he does not 
know to what extent the MIRA and the PSO have infiltrated 
the ranks of the two main independentist parties on 
the Island. 


Ke also told the sub-committee that the MIRA 
branch in New York is the only link he knows of between 
CASTRO and the terrorist groups of the American 
continent, and he pointed out that the Police of Puerto 
Rico is working with the Police of New York, to deal 
with the MIRA. *vv

Result of examination: 

It was concluded the questioned typewriting on 
specimen Q157 was not prepared by the typewriters used in the 
preparation of K1 through K3, previously received. The 
typewriting on Q157 is too limited in the absence of lower- 
case letters and its quality is too poor for an accurate / 
classification on the type style. However, this appears 1 
similar to styles of type which have been used on 8mlth-Corona 
typewriters. 

Due to the limited nature of Q156, it could not 
be determined definitely whether the questioned hand printing 
on this envelope was or was not prepared by the person who 
prepared the questioned hand printing on Q8, previously 
received.

POSSIBLE ARRESTS OF PERSONS INVOLVED WITH TERRORISM

The Intelligence Division of the Police 
reported yesterday that, following certain leads which 
are being investigated, in the next few hours, the arrests 
of other persons involved in the terrorist actions on

Headquarters, tn- Intelligence Division plans to 
fullfil other arrest warrants against another group 
of persons x^ho allegedly supply materials for the 
fabrication of explosive devices in activities against 
the present government. 


To this time, the Police Superintendent has 
not made statements in this respect, although we were 
Informed that he was working yesterday in the case of 
the arrests. 


As everyone knows, agents of the Intelligence 
Division carried out a series of arrests yesterday in

About 11 persons were arrested for allegedly 
having supplied explosive material for the fabrication of 
explosive devices to be used to cause property damages and 
to try to overthrow the duly established government. 

Those arrested were accxised of having committed 
the referenced crimes during the period between April and 
December last year. 

According to the information submitted, at 
the beginning it was thought that the arrests were due,.t?o\ 
a series of bombs which exploded in several offices of* the 
Selective Service on tin. Island. '

RABELL organized within the PSO a clandestine group which was 
to dedicate itself to the destruction of United States-owned 
enterprises by sabotage and which was to be known as the 
Movimiento Indenendencia Rebelde Armado (Armed Rebel Independence 
Movement) (MIRA). RABELL stated that the operation was Cuban 
directed and that MIRA initials were designated by Cuba. 

On December 4, 1968, a confidential source furnished 
substantially the same information as that above. In January, 

1969, the source provided a copy of a sabotage manual used by 
RABELL in training MIRA members, which manual was utilized by 
RABELL according to his own statment while undergoing sabotage 
training in Cuba. 

On December 11, 1969, explosions occurred in six 
United States-owned business establishments in the San Juan, 

Puerto Rico, area causing considerable damage. On December 12, 

1969, in connection with these bombings the 01, POPR arrested 
four MIRA members for violation of the Explosives Law of Puerto 
Rico and secured warrants for ROBERTO TODD PAGAN and FIUBERTO 
OJEDA RIOS on the same charges. The arrests were based on 
information supplied by RAFAEL NIEVES NEGRON, 01, POPR, who 
served as an undercover agent in the MIRA organization for 01. ft™.

He explained that the present MIRA 
organization is the same as that originally organized in the 
PSO and that FILIBERTO OJEDA RIOS is a Cuban trained sabotage 
agent who gave instructions in sabotage to MIRA members. 

On February 2 4, 1970, the OI-POFR conducted raids 
on two locations in the San Juan area in an unsuccessful 
attempt to apprehend TODD and OJEDA. They seized an abundance 
of written material much of which was specifically identified 
with TODD and OJEDA and with the MIRA organization. Among 
the documents seized was a carbon copy of a sabotage manual which 
upon comparison appeared to be identical to the manual utilized

(SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY) (PSO) 


On April 30, 1968. a confidential source furnished a 
printed document captioned "Manifiesto Del P. S. 0. A Todo El 
Pais” (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country). It announces 
the creation of the new organization "Partido Socialista Obrero" 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and Capitalism by 
building a new society of peace and justice under the flag of 
Marxist-Lenlnist Socialism." The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will work for unity of working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
.military service; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of the FBI, CIA and Colonial 
Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of individuals with 
WILSON CORTES BORGOS identified as Secretary General of the 
organization. 

The May 22, 1968, Issues of "El Mundo" and of "El 
laparcial, " both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadilla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organization advocates armed revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve Its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting in Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE TUNG, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to buttle against Capitalism. 

On August 27 9 1968* the same source reported that WIISON 

CORTES BURGOS Justified the need for the new organization, PSO, 
with the de&laration that it was the first independence-type 
organization which followed the Marxist-Lenlnist line as expounded 
by MAO TSE TUNG of Red China. 

On September 1 6, 1968, a second source reported on an 
open meeting sponsored by the PSO in Lftrf**, Puerto Rico, on 
September 1 5, 1968. WILSON CORTES BURGOS was the principal speaker 
and he criticized oth er independence groups for not being more " 
militant. CORTES BURGOS declared that the PSO was aligned with 
the world communist movement and was following the Marxist-Lenlnist 
line of political activity.

On September 1 6 , 1968, the first source advised that 
the first Issue- i of the official publication of the PSO, "Obreros 
en Marcha” (Workers on the March), had been published. 

In December, 1968 , the first source related that 
iiARCISO RABELL MARTINEZ, known to him as the former representa- 
tive in Havana, Cuba, of a prominent independence organization 
in Puerto Rido, had become very active in the PSO and was in the 
process of organizing vita in the PSO the Movimiento Independence 
Rebelde Armada (MIRA': ; Armed Rebel Independence Movement) composed 
of select memoers of uhe PSO who are to be in charge of all 
sabotage and related activities of the PSO. RABELL, with the 
concurrence of WILSON CORTES BURGOS, has announced that the aim 
and goal of MIRA and PSO will be to attack and destroy by means 
of bombing or incendiarism all the American owned businesses 
possible.

A Todo El 
Pais” (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country). It announces 
the creation of the new organization "Partido Socialista Obrero" 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and Capitalism by 
building a new society of peace and justice under the flag of 
Marxist-Leninist Socialism." The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will work for unity of working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
.military service; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of the FBI, CIA and Colonial 
Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of individuals with 
WILSON CORTES BURGOS identified as Secretary General of the 
organization. 

The May 22, 1968, issues of "El Mundo" and of "El 
Imparcial, " both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadilla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organization advocates armed revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting In Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE TUNG, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to battle against Capitalism. 

On August 27, 1968, the same source reported that WILSON

Further, it was felt that premature exposure 

of this technique might seriously hamper its re institution 
if recontact is made with captioned group. Depending on 
developments in this regard, the KYO is considering the 
possibility of a representative of the NYCPD taking over the 
undercover operation, if it appears that any potential 
violation is local in nature and that no federal statutes 
are involved. By not disclosing the undercover operation 
at this time, the NYO can protect the Bureau's interest until 
such time it is felt prudent to relinquish this aspect of 
the investigation. At the same time , no inftrmation .has been 
withheld from the NYCPD which would hamper their 

investigation. 



The^ representatives of the NYCPD Special Squad

The investigation of captioned group and its possible 
involvement in incendiarism in NYC continues to receive priority 
attention. Developments will be expeditiously furnished the 
Bureau and San Juah.

CARLOS VELEZ RIECKEHOFF challenged PINTO and if 
it had not been for the intervention of persons present, 
there v;ould have been a fight. MARTIN RODRIGUEZ convinced 
PINTO GANDIA to leave the meeting. EUFSMIO RODRIGUEZ stated 
thnt he did not feel that the NPPH was living up to the ideals 
of its history and stated that he would not return to the 
NPPR until the ideals of the party were reinstituted.

The MPIPR was organized in November, 1959* at. Ponce, 
Puerto Rico. It has a current membership of about 700 - 800 
persons with several thousand sympathizers. The MPIPR is or- 
ganized in missions which are located in various towns through- 
out Puerto Rico. There are also members and sympathizers in 
the continental United States. The MPIPR National Headquarters 
is located at 1122 Ponce de Leon Avenue, Rio Piedras, Puerto 
Rico. 


At the time the MPIPR was organized, it indicated 
that it did not advocate violence but would accept members 
who die. JUAN MARI BRAS, the founder and dominant leader of 
the organization, in a speech in 1964, threatened violence 
comparable to that in Algeria, 1964, if Puerto Rico became 
a state within the United States. 

MARI BRAS, in an editorial appearing in the March 1?, 

1570, issue of "Claridad," the MPIPR newspaper, stated that "in 
Puerto Rico there is an incipient armed struggle on the part of 
pro-independence individuals who consider it their patriotic 
duty to conduct warfare against the empire which dominates us. 

We believe that every Puerto Rican has the .right to make war against 
the invaders of our country. And war is mainly Killing and dying." 

The press of Puerto Rico has reported that MPIPR has 
held numerous public meetings and demonstrations at which they 
protested compulsory- military service for Puerto Ricans and 
United States police in Vietnam. • The MPIPR has further urged 
the boycott of elections in Puerto Rico. 

On April 21, 1970* during the course of a program 
on WTSJ Television in San Juan, Puerto Rico, MARI BRAS stated- 
that the MPIPR has innumerable contacts with revolutionary 
erganizations in South America, Canada, Cuba, Europe, Africa 
and in Asia. Through 1969 , the MPIPR had a permanent represen- 
tative stationed in Havana, Cuba.
